In the first two articles we covered generally 
the state of the Mexican American. The second arti¬ 
cle dealt with the problem of economics as it affects 
the migrant. Because of space limitations we have 
explored the problems very generally. It is generally 
agreed that education will relieve most of the prob¬ 
lems. For the migrant, a changing of policies by the 
government will definitely help but to really attack 
the problem as it deals with economics the only ans¬ 
wer is Unionism in agriculture. The rood ahead is 
rough in this area. 

Considering our progress and shortcomings, a 
field that is just being explored with enthusiasm is the 
field of Politics. 

Target-The SAN JOSE CITY COUNCIL in 1965 

To say that the Mexican American as a group is 
dead political ly in San Jose would not be fair. Thanks, 
to the efforts of men like Nash Galindo, Mark G'jerro 
and the other dedicated members of MAPA we're mak¬ 
ing progress politically. During the last elections, 
MAPA gained a lot of experience and the organization 
is being primed to keep in constant operation as op¬ 
posed to operating only during elections. This organ¬ 
ization is fairly new and with the help of civic inter¬ 
ested citizens it is destined to go far. I know for fact 
thot politically interested members from the American 
Gl Forum are going to render MAPA support in the 
future to help beef up the organization. 

while there is much work to be done regarding 
presenting issues before legislative bodies that con¬ 
cern the Mexican American and the appointment of 
Mexican Americans to City and County Commissions 
the big target is the San Jose City Council in 1965. 
It's been quite a while since a Mexican American has 
entered the political arena. Since four of the present 
members of the City Council will face election in '65 
it is imperative that a Mexican American candidate 
be presented to challenge one of the four council 
seats.Since we have several organizations in San Jose 
the candidate must be one that would gain the support 
of all groups. The man must be qualified and must get 
readily familiar with the operation of the City. We 
MUST find a candidate who can represent not only the 
over 50,000 Mexican Americans in the community but 
the total population of the City of San Jose. Certain¬ 
ly a qualified Mexican American councilman, being 
bilingual, can enhance our City Council. This will 
be one time that we must find ourselves in unity; the 




candidate will emerge and win or lose, the Mexican 
American will emerge with a newborn respect for In¬ 
terest in our community and our democratic process. 

In the meantime there is much to be done. May 
i encourage you to register if you have not done so 
and to exercise your right to vote at every election. 
The days when the Mexican American could E>e fooled 
in politics have just aE>out disappeared. Noborfy is 
going to vote for a Mexican only because he's a Mex¬ 
ican but I have great faith that we shall vote for a 
Mexican that can represent us with intelligence os 
well as representing all of the people of San Jose, 
with dignity and maturity. We have a wonderful city 
and we must give to it for what we receive. 

Democracy is our way of life and we must con¬ 
stantly work to preserve it. It is not guaranteed to us 
automatically. Toru of blood have been left on the 
battlefields of the world because we cannot tolerate 
any other way of life. Because we fiercely believe 
in it we were ready to be blown from the face of the 
earth just a few weeks ago. 

The right to vote for whom you please, to go 
anywhere you want, to work wherever you want, to 
worship the way you want.. .those freedoms ore pre¬ 
served by people like you and me. Nothing is given 
to us in a silver platter, we must earn our way. If we 
are not exercising our precious right to vote then we 
have little to scream about.
